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0 NDO N, like the Ocean, that 
receives the muddy and dirty 
Brooks, as well as the clear and 


Scum and Filth, not only of our own, but of 

other Countries: Waggons, Coaches and Car- 

rivans; Pack-Horſes, Ships, and wooden Shoes; 

French, German, and Talian tatter'd Garments, 

being continually emptying and diſcharging 

themſelves into this grand Reſervoir, or com- 

mon-Sewen of the World. Here the Foreigner 
finds Food and Footing, grows Great, forgets 
his Nakedneſs, and inſults the Natives: "Tis 
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— 1 4 TRIP through LONDON. 
here the wearied Plowmen find reſt, firſt be- 


come Servants, next Maſters, and then Gentle- 


men: Tis here the diſtreſs'd Country Wench 


diſcharges her Burthen, gets into Place, mar- 
ries her Maſter, and becottes an Alderman's 
Lady, or Shopkeeper's Wife. 

Traly and France ſupply this Town with Cat- 
calls and Valet de Chambres ; while Scotland and 
Ireland furniſh their annual Quota's, the For- 
mer, of Ouacks, Beggars, and Pedlars; and the 


Latter, of Robbers, Bullies, and Evidences. But 


whoever will lend an impartial Ear, or Eye 
on a Court-Day, or Opera-Night, will find that 
the Principality of Wales has pour'd more 
Coachmen, Chairmen, Footmen, arid other ſervile 
People into London, than all the Countries and 
Neighbouring Nations beſides. The Gentlemen 


of the antient Houſes of Jenkins, Jones, Davies, 


Morris, Morgan, Price, Griffith, Lewis, &c- every 


where adorning the Poſteriors of the Coaches of 


our Nobility and Gentry ; and this Character 
of them generally holds pretty true, viz, That 


they are a People of ſome Probity, great Ebriery 
and Volubility. 


Tur Germans indeed of late Years have 
endeavour d to infringe upon them, by import- 


ing large Numbers of Slaves of their Growth 
into London, who from Lazyneſs and Lice, ſome 
have got themſelves into lacd Liveries, and 
good Places, and had begun to elbow out the 
Felch, bur that ' Commeng veing likely to ſuffer 
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a Prohibition, the Britons are not without Hopes 
of recovering the full Enjoyment of their An- 
tient Rights and Priviledges. | 
Taar I may be regular in my Complaints 
of all publick and private Nuſances, I ſhall 
exhibit a Bill againſt the Streets and High- 
ways in the City and Liberty of Weſtminſter : 
Every Avenue is guarded by a Turnpike, 
whereby large Sums of Money are annually 
rais'd for their Repair; and the Inhabitants 
are not without Apprehenſions of ſeeing Turn- 
pikes upon the Thames in another Year; yet 
the Streets and Paſſages leading to both Houſes 
of Parliament are in ſuch great Diſorder, that 
I have known ſome Members who have paſs'd 
thither in their Coaches, ſo toſs'd and jumbled 
about, that it has been near an Hour e er they 
could recover the Uſe of their Limbs, and 
proceed to Buſineſs. A Commoner once being 
overturn'd in his Chariot in King - Street, went 
immediately to the Houſe, and in very lively 
Terms remonſtrated againſt the Badneſs of the 
Ways, ſetting forth the pernicious Conſequences 
that might attend their not being ſpeedily re- 
pair'd, and mov'd for a Bill to be brought in 
_ accordingly : Another Member oppos'd the 
Motion with much Warmth, urging amongſt 
other Reaſons, that as the Publick Companies 
for raiſing the Thames Water were continually 
laying down their Pipes, or amending them, 
ſuch a Bill would prove to little or no purpoſe ; 
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to which, the firſt Member in as great Heat, 
reply'd, Then if the Water Companies Pipe, the 
Members of both Houſes muſt Dance. 

A Stowe of Rain chaced me one Day into 
a Coffee-Houſe, near Charing-Croſs, where I ob- 
ſery'd a good Number of thick-leg'd, and broad- 
ſhoulder'd Fellows tollerably well dreſs'd, curſing 
themſelves, and every Body elſe, at a moſt 
extravagant Rate: One was asking if ſuch 
a Lord had not been there to enquire for him; 
another curſing his Taylor, for delaying bis 
Mourning Suit; a Third praying for the Arrival 
of the India Fleet; while others fat railing at 
the Wind, for not handing their Bills from a 
n Nation; and. ſome d---ning the 
Red letter d Day, becauſe the Bankers tranſacted 
no Buſineſs upon it. Theſe Circumſtances in- 
duc'd me to believe them to be People of no 
ſmall Importance, and rais'd a Curioſity in me 
to enquire their Characters and Buſineſſes : 
'The Lady at the Bar, to whom I addreſs'd 
my ſelf for Information, gave me an Account 
that ſome of them were Gentlemen of the Army, 
without Commiſſions, whoſe Eyes had ne'er 
ſeen a Campaign, nor Hands drawn a Sword 
in Wrath, but were by the Courteſy of the 


Coffee- Houſe, called Majors, Captains, &c. that 
others were Merchants, without Effects; Landed- 


men, without Eſtates; and Students, that could 
hardly read; and concluded with thisparadoxical 


Character of them, © that yet moſt of them liv d 
upon 
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upon what they H A D, which the cared not to 
explain to me. I call'd for Pen, Ink, and 

Paper, with deſign to have wrote ſome Re- 
marks on the Cuſtoms and Manners of theſe 

ſtrange People, but obſerving a Fellow looking 
very freely over my Shoulder all the Time, I 
chang 'd my Deſign into a Pillet, for a Gentle- 
man in the Neighbourhood; and finding my 
Pen ſtill cloſely beleaguer'd with the Man's 
Eyes, concluded my Epiſtle, as follows : 
f have a great deal more to Jay to you, but 
<* muſt deſiſt at preſent, becauſe I am writing in 
a publick Room, where a tall, flat-nos'd Scoundrel 
* 7s peeping over me, and watching every Syllable . 
'The Fellow falling into a terrible Paſſion, cry'd 
Era D—mn jou for a lying Villain, I don't ſee a 
Mord of your Scribble; and fo ran away out of 


the Houſe. 
HAVING diſcharg d the Duty of my Office, 


by remarking every thing worthy of Notice 
here, I took leave of the Company, and paſs'd 
on towards the Strand, but was ſoon ſtop'd by 
the Sign of a Publick News-Paper, underneath 
which, was an Inſcription denoting that the 
Labours of the Learned Authors and Carvers of 
News were retail'd here, at very reaſonable 
Rates: Generous Men! who dally vend their 
_ Hiſtories and their Parts by Pennyworths, and 
lodge high, and ſtudy nightly, for the In- 
ſtruction of ſuch as have the Chriſtian Charity 


to lay out a few Farthings for theſe their 
| Works, 
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Works, which like Rain, defcend from the 
Clouds, for the Benefit of the lower World. 
L enter'd this Three-half- Penny-Library, amidft 
various. Kinds of Politicians, who were exer- 
eiſing their Chaps and Spectacles over the 
ſeveral Papers; in one Corner ſtood a Poet, 
and in another a Parſon,, who, I obſerv d, 
went forth edify d, without paying the uſual 
Fee ; being (as I was afterwards inform'd ) 
admitted like. a poor Whore at a Play, or an 
Author at a Nobleman's Table, in Forma Pau- 
peris; while: Numbers of bedridden Ladies and 
Gentlemen were continually ſending hither their 
Servants for Intelligence, each leaving the full 
Value of every Paper, as a Hoſtage for the ſafe 
Return of it. As many of our Papers are charg d 
with ſome Faults, I ſhall make bold to mention 
a few of them, and they are chiefly theſe ;

We 
often 
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often catch an Author fighting Battles and un- 
fighting them in the ſame Paper. The men- 
tion of Cannon and Gun-powder ſets his da- 
ring Heart on Fire, and he ſeems even fonder 
of dipping his Pen in Blood than Ink. Theſe 
Daily and Weekly Stateſmen, with a Daſh of 
their Art, can ſend a Man of Quality to his 
Grave, diſpoſe of his Family, Fortune, and 
Employments, and in a Day or two after, re- 
cal him to Life again. A late Inſtance of this 
happen'd to Major Gen. G--re and Commiſ- 
ſioner Dr--ke, who had the Pleaſure to peep 
out of their Graves, and ſaw who were moſt 
forward in ſolliciting for their Employments. 
There are ſuch Contraſts in the Buſineſs of 
Authors, Printers and Publiſhers, that to the 
reſt of Mankind are amazing, If the Govern- 
ment chaſtiſes them for any Miſdemeanor, it 
is accounted the greateſt Bleſſing that can be- 
ſal them; Puniſhment being a real Benefit, and 
Confinement, the boaſted Liberty of the Preſs. 
A Book or Pamphlet order'd to be burnt by 
the Hands of the common Hangman, being 
the moſt agreeable News that can come to the 
Proprietors of the Copy; and J have been cre- 
dibly inform'd, that if this Favour was to be 
purchas'd, there is not a Bookſeller in London, 
but would give an handſome Sum to have all 
the Books in his Shop 5rd in the ſame Man- 
ner. A Warrant now and then from the Se- 
cretaries 
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eretaries Office, is a ſingular Advantage to a 
young Beginner; a Book having many Times 

been brought to the Ninth Edition, by the 
Printer's only taking Coach with a Meſſenger 
to the Cockpit, when, perhaps, /ix ſingle ones 
had not been ſold fairly off, but for this Aſſiſt- 
ance. I remember a Pamphleteer in the late 
Reign, ſentenc d to a heavy Fine and Im- 
priſonment, for treaſonable Practices, when 
almoſt one half of the Stationer s Company went 
down to Weſtminſter to give the Man Joy on 
the Occaſion, and ask him, what County he 
deſign d to purchaſe in. The Pillory is an Eſtate 
certain to any one, who will accept of the 
Poſt; for the Sale of a Libel always riſes in 
Proportion with the Sufferings of its Author. 
1 knew a Printer who obtain'd a pretty tolera- 
ble Fortune, by only procuring a State Meſ- 
ſenger, to call and take a Dinner with him, 
two or three Times a Month, at his Houſe in 
the City; and another who was every Day 
expected to be ſent to Goal for Debt, that 
luckily chanc 'd to be ſent for to Whitehall, to 
receive a Reprimand; the Thing prov'd the 
making of the Man, for he ſoon retriev'd his 
Affairs, and now lives in extraordinary good 
Circumſtances. But now, alaſs, theſe Golden Days 
are over! For fince his preſent Majeſty's hap- 
py and peaceful Acceſſion to the Throne, with 
the univerſal Voice and Conſent of his Sub- 
jects, the People ſeem to have no Taſte for

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Treafon; Sedition ſleeps, and Libelling is much 
laid afide ; for I obſerv'd in my 'Fraverſes 
through Meſtminſter, this remarkable Infcription, 
over moſt of the Mefſenger's Doors, viz.

From! his Clerk, or a Madam from her Maid, 
how cloſely ſoeyer they may ride together in a 
Coach: People of Quality's Mien and Be- 
haviour being ſufficient to diſcover them, 


without any. great Dependance upon  Taplors 


and Manteau-makers ; thoſe of real Rank carry- 
ing an Air of Dignity and Greatneſs in their 
Aſpects. A Face well furniſh'd out by Nature, 
and a little diſciplin'd, has a great deal: of 
Rhetorick in it. A graceful Preſence beſpeaks 


Acceptance, gives a Force to Language, and 


helps to convince by Look and Poſture. But 
every proud illiterate Coxcomb, who has ac- 
quiir'd a Competency by ſharping, or ſhop- 
keeping, and ſuch as have got but juſt above 
Par in che World, and oftentimes thoſe that 
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are much below it, will extravagantly endeavour 
to mimick the Great Ones ; yet, with all Aids 
whatſoever, they appear at beſt but like mean

the Cheapfide Swing, the City Jolt and Wriggle 
in the Gait, being eaſily perceiv'd through all 
the Arts, theſe Smarts, and Perts put upon them;

the richeſt Lace being too thin diſguiſes, not 
to be ſeen through by Perſons of ſmall 
Judgment 1 in theſe flaming Comets. A Man 
may waddle into a Church, or a Coffee -Houſe, 


make a Leg to an Alderman; Levee a Mer- 
chant in his Compting Houſe, D— mn, Dreſs, 
Drink, and hum over an Opera Tune, and 
do all theſe things tolerably well, and be 
thought a well-bred Perſon, and make a 
graceful Figure about Grace-Church-Street : But 


at St. James's he ſhall not be able to paſs 
Miſter, but muſt be plac'd among the br 


ward Men, or elſe be. return'd like a Coun- 
terfeit Gainea, that won't go. I have known 
that neither a Remove to the moſt poliſh'd Part

Nor can any be 
ignorant of the Story of an Arch Fellow, who 
in the Habit of a Yeoman of the Guard, im- 
pos d himſelf upon the Town of Froome. in So- 
merſeiſbire, for the unfortunate. Sophy of : Perſia, 
driven abroad by his rebellious Subjects, and 
thereby cheated the People of Three Thouſand 
Pounds and upwards; the ill Effects of which 
Impoſture, I am told, are felt by that unhappy 
Corporation to this very Hour. Let Perſons of 
Condition ftrive rather to be richer in their 
Diſpoſition, than the rude Vulgar; let them 
put on a better Humour, wear a finer Under- 
_ ſtanding, and ſhew a more ſhining Fortitude ; 
let them appear remarkably .. Juſt, Inoffenſive 
and Obliging. This is the beſt way of diſtin- 
guiſhing by the Qualities of the Mind.

AxreR theſe Obſervations and Reflections,

THz Puniſhments that Heaven has inflicted 
on an intemperate, debauch'd Life, are no 
where more manifeſted, than on the alk call'd 
Conftitution- Hill, in the Upper-Park : Here a 
Libidinous Lord, cramp'd in Motion, and tar- 
niſh'd in Colour, is ſeen limping between 'Two 
Supporters, plagu'd with impracticable Wikſhes ; 
next, a Publick-Spirited Woman of Faſhion, who 
has worn herſelf out in the Service of her 
Country, appears rewarded with a thin meagre 
| Viſage, and an intire Demolition of her 
Charms and Features: Then a Wretch with 
ſurly Looks, becauſe that Nature has not 
altered her Courſe, and exempted him from 
the common Fate, wrangling with Diſeaſes, that 
Penury and Selfdenial have brought upon him. 
Bur the moſt tragical Scene that has been 
known upon this Spot, was, that one Day, 
when one of theſe Dry Sticks of Human Nature, 


whoſe Body had been fo een by Purges, 
Saliva- 
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Fali vat ion, and ſuch other Evacuations, that 
he was by a ſudden Guſt of Wind carried up 
into the Air, and never more heard of. To 
prevent which Accidents for the future, all our 
experience 'd Whore-Maſters and Whore-Miſ- 
treſſes in the ſame Circumſtances, fix themſelves 
now in Chairs, and have Men ſtanding by to 
watch them; and others, ſuch as poor Players 
and petty Clerks, ; in the Offices whoſe Salaries 
wont bear ſuch Conveniences, have found out a 
Contrivance almoſt as good, and that is, to 
carry leaden Weights | in their Pockets. 

Ir we look back into the original State of 
many things, we ſhall be ſurpriz d to find the 


Improvements they have undergone, and the 


Grandeur they have attain d, from their firſt low 
Beginnings. Poetry took its Riſe. from Hymns 
and Proverbial Sayings ; the Ma jeſty of Tragic 
Heroes, which of old was confin'd in Waggons, 
no vaunts at Eaſe, under ſtately Roofs. Who 
would imagine that the vain gaudy Creature 
Woman, that now triumphs over her Maſter 


Max, was once his obſequious Hand-maid,

plicity, with which Nature had cloath'd them: 
Theſe Goddeſſes forget their priſtine State of 
Dependency ; long Services, Sighs, and Pro- 
teſtations, were now the only Means "of making 
way to their Favours. Poets with florid Com- 
plements raifed them to a Degree of Divinity; 
that the Gods often forſook the heavenly 
Manſions to be happy i in their Arms, and were | 
ingenious in contriving the Forms to court 
their Miſtreſſes. "Twas no wonder then, that 
theſe new-made Idols ſoon abandoned their Fig 
Leaves, and were trick'd up in all the various 
Colours their Fancies could invent: All that 


ſnin' d on Shells and Rocks, were brought from far: 


Half Nature laboured for the Embelliſhment of 
their Perſons: The Silk. worm now ſpins, the 
Sheep bears its Fleece, and the Leopard its Skip, 
for this Favourite of the World. Is it eaſy to 
imagine that Wars and Diſtractions would ariſe 
from this extravagant Adoration, and Mankind 
be ſeverely puniſhed for offering up Sacrifice to 
a falſe Deity: For Women were framed ſub- 
je& to our Wills, the Property of our Deſires; . 
and the Drudgery of bearing Children, "was 
impos'd on them by Nature. By gentle De- 


grees they refin'd to cuckold their Husbands, | 
and 
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and aſſerted Sovereignty in Domeſticks; for 
the Man's old Charter, to enjoy ter, and abandon 
ber at will, was forfeited ; ſhe was incorporated 
_ with him, and they were Fellow-ſufferers in 
the Marriage Warfare. Even in thoſe elder 
Times, they adhered fo cloſe to the rigid 
Notions of the matrimonial Bond, that many 
Nations were embroiled in a ten Years War, 
to bring back a Lady that had eloped with a 
youthful Adulterer. This I own to be the 
greateſt Inſtance of conjugal Affection, that I 
ever met with in Record, either Antient or 
Modern.

Innovation, call'd Pin- Money, for they had no 
other Expences, than what were ſupplied from 
the Husband's Purſe : To lie in ſeperare Beds 
with them, was downright Atheiſm : Their 
Eyes had not been taught to roll, and were 
Strangers to thoſe evil Practices uſed by their 
Daughters: No Inſtance then was known, of 
ſuch ſhameleſs Gratifications of Luſt, to prefer 
N—rt—n, or Rod—igo, to the Lawful and 
Lovely Lyfazder ; no, then the Spindle and the 
Loom was the Education of Princeſſes; no 
obſcene Plays, nor Loves of Pluto and Proſerpine, 
were beſpoke at the Deſire of ſeveral Ladies of 
Quality : But now theſe Virtues of our elder 
Matrons are exploded, and counted IIl Breed- 
ing but to know them; your Pin- money (the 
Parent of many Ills) at preſent procures Wo- 
man's whole Utenſils, Operas, Maſquerades, g 
Pew in a Church, and a new Gown and Petticoat.

Opponent: This Method is practiced viſibly 


enough every Day, in every Coffee-Houſe about 


Hleet- Street; I therefore recommend it to all 
my wealthy and dear Pupils, if ever they are 


in Danger of being beat out of their Argument, 
that they would only remember to wager their 


Purſe in Defence of it, eſpecially if they ſuſpect 


the Antagoniſt's Incapacity; Silence then enſues, 
and the Victory is ſure. I have often (as well 
as my Brother Authors) ſubmitted to this 
ſhameful Defeat. 

'Trrrs is nothing ſo neceſſary i in Converſation 
as a Diamond Ring, tho' moſt Authors are 


Glent 
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filent about it; the Art of uſing it is ftill more 

neceſſary than the Thing it ſelf. A juſt Ex- 
tention of the Arm, towards the Cloſe of 9 
Period, and thereby a proper Diſcovery of the 
Brilliant on the little Finger, adds an irreſiſt- 
able For ee to every Argument; and this I 
believe is a true Reaſon why the Left- Hand 
has a greater Share in every Debate, than the 
Right. Now tis 2 Misfortune to ſuch plain 
Fellows as my ſelf, who are not bleſs'd with 
the Gif of en by a Diamond, but are 


impartially conferr'd on 4 Hand, eur 
Reaſoning is as unſucceſsful as if we had nel ex 
an Hand at all. My Advice to my Fellow- 
Sufferers, is (what I take my ſelf) never to 
extend both Hands at once, in the Warmth 
of Diſpute, upon any Pretence of the Motion's 
being ſo very-eaſy and familiar, or that both 
are equally qualified for Controverſy with 
Ruffles; for, beſides the Robuſtneſs and Vio- 
Jence of the Action, we make it thereby ſelf- 
evident that we want that great Talent of a 
Diſputant, a fine Ring; therefore my Method 
is ever to extend only the Right-Hand, and 
reſerve the other in my Boſom, or in a Glove, 
or under the Table; which (as I with Pleaſure 
obſerve) gives the ingenious Antagoniſts ſome 
Perplexity, to diſcover whether I really want 
that Accompliſoment ; or elſe depending on my 


own Superiority in Fhe Queſtion, I ſcorn to

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bring forth a deciſive Argument to inſult their 
Incapacity. 

Bor I who profeſs my ſelf a Maſter in the 
Art of modern Converſation, muſt by no means 
ſuffer my Pupils to be ignorant that there are 
other Auxilliary Arguments of great Uſe in 
| Converſation, beſides the Triumphant one a- 
bovementioned. A Pair of Ruffles were once 
very ſucceſsful, but are now grown ſo common 
that their Force is loſt, unleſs they are of the 
lac'd Sort; and here now ariſes great Diſputes 
amotip the Literati at Dicks, and the Rainbow, 
whether the Mechlin or Bruſſels be preferable; for 
my part I have ſearch'd into this Controverſy, 
with all the Care that the Importance of it 


deſerves, and muſt confeſs, that in my poor 
Opinion, the Bruſſels has infinitely the Prefe- 


rence, both in Antiquity and Succeſs ; having 
diſcover d by diligent Inſpection into antient 


Copies, that Cicero in all his Orations us'd 
Bruſſels Lace, both for his Bands and Ruffles; 
tho at the ſame Time (for I would not ſup- 
preſs any Truth) it muſt be own'd, that the 


Beaus ſoon after that Age, run into the Uſe 


of Mechlin: As for my ſelf, I have ſo much 
Love for Peace and Uniformity in Dreſs, that

on the other Hand, how inſolent is that tiff, 


gloomy-wiſe, Engliſh Silence of ſome of our 
Town Fops, who will not condeſcend even to 


contradict you. I cannot omit one Art which 


is ſo ſucceſsfully practiſed almoſt in every 


Coffee-Houſe in Town, I mean that of ſtaring 


you out of Countenance. I have known a 
Fellow conſcious of a good Face, and a better 
Wig, after having meditated on himſelf in the 
Glaſs with great Satisfaction, turn round and 
ſtare a young Fellow of ſome Senſe tho more 
Modeſty, out of the Room. 


Bur an Accident that happened one Day ir in 


a Coffee-Houſe againſt St. Dunſtan s Church, gave 
me, and many others, much Diverſion :. An 
Iriſhman ſtanding to adjuſt his Perriwig in a 
Glaſs, a Porter came and deliver'd him a Pa- 
per, which when he had open'd and perus'd, 
he tos'd into the Fire, waiting the burning of 
it with ſome Attention, and then look'd grave 
and ſedulous: A Gentleman preſent, ask d him 
if he had received any ill News? No, anſwers 
the Beau, "tis ouly a age from a Noble 


Lord, 
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Lord, whoſe Hand Writing JI am unwilling ſhould 
be hereafter produc d, let the Conſequence of the 
Affair be what it will. In a Moment after, en- 
ter'd a little dirty Waſher-woman, in a moſt con- 
founded Paſſion, loudly complaining of the In- 


juſtice he had done her, in firing her Bill before 


he had ſatisfied the Contents of it, 

Ram-Alley, one of the Temple Avenues, is, 
I'm told, the Night Scene of a great deal of 
obſcure Gallantry, among Serjeants Clerks and 
Judges Footmen ; a Market where Half Pence 

paſs in current Payment, and abundance of 
428 Love ready made is hung out to Sale, and 
at reaſonable Rates. I remember a Female 
Practitioner, who had undergone a great deal 
of Bodily Exerciſe in the Temple, being once 
carried before the late Sir John Fryer, when 
the Proftiture impudently told his Worſhip, 
that had ſhe as much Law in her Head as ſhe 
had in her Tail, ſhe doubted not making one of the 
_ ableft Council in the Kingdom. 

NortHING is ſo apt to fling me into the 
Spleen, as harſh Noiſes and uncouth Sounds ; 
a Sow-gelder's Horn, or a Poet's repeating his 
own Verſes, never miſſes to ſet my Spirit and 
my Teeth on Edge. Let this warn a little 
Gentleman with a great Voice, who generally 
ftands with his Back to the Fire in a great

AMBITION and pride are e and mer- 
ry, according to the Objects which they are 
employ'd about. Of the miſchievous Part I 
have nothing to fay, but a Word or two of 
che Direrting. When a Man's Vanity is 
ſtrongly fer upon any one Thing, he commonly | 
grows negligent of every thing elſe, though of 
infinite more Worth. Thus, if Dreſs and Fine- 
ry are his Study, good Senſe and Underſtand- 
ing will be negleRed and unpriz'd ; and while 
the Body is very Spruce, the Mind will be an 
extant Sloven. This perhaps is a very good | 
Reaſon why moſt Beaus are Blockheads. On |! 
the other Hand, Men who addi@ themſelves 
wholly to Philoſophy and Speculation, are as 
ſcandalouſly wanting in the common and neceſ- 
ſary Rules of Life and Action: Their Know- 
ledge makes them Idiots, and while they im- 
vuntiy deſpiſe all the reſt of Mankind, all Man- 
kind knowingly deſpiſt them. , 

Turkx is often great Pride in the Contempt 
of Pride, and I have known more Conceit and 
Inſolence In a plain primitive Coat, than in an 
embroider d Suit. The Ladies too have 
their Topieks of Ambition: Some glory in 


their

their Faces, ſome in their Jellies, and ſome in 
their Devotion : ſo that before you attack 


their Hearts, you mutt narrowly watch their 
AﬀeRions. 


Ina often ſpoke with Jeſt and Contempt 
of the Levees of the Great ; but as I have 


lately changed my Thoughts on this matter, 


I muſt change my Language too, and confeſs 
that there is a great deal in it. Since I have 


been an Author, I my ſelf have had a.Levee, 


in which I find a ſenſible Pleaſure, and Titi- 


lation of Mind; my Bookſeller's Prentice, and 
my Printer's Boy, vulgarly called a Devil, are 
conſtant in their Attendance upon me every 


Morning. Their cautious, quiet manner of 
aſcending the Stairs, for fear of moleſting my 
Ears; the diſtant Look and Cringe with which 
they approach me, and the Pains they take ro 
captivate my Good-will, and to ſhew their 
own, are all ſuch Inſtances of their Reſpe& 
and my Importance, that rather than part 
with theſe dutiful Retainers, and theſe Points 
of Dignity, I will be an Author as long as I 
live. For the Inſtruction of other Great Men, 


in this weighty Affair of the Levee, I am 


pleas'd to publiſh my Method of managing 
thoſe humble courtly Gentlemen, that compoſe 


mine: Sometimes to give them a deep Idea of 


my Gravity and Attention to ſtudy, I do net 
vouchſafe to ſee them in a Quarter of an Hour

leaſt; from hence likewiſe 'tis hoped they will

Matters. Now and then, when they are gone 


from me, I call them back again, purely for 


the Pleaſure: of ſeeing with what Haſte and 


Eagerneſs they return full ſpeed, to catch my 


Commands, when I have none for them. When 


I am in a very good Humour, and would give 


them an extraordinary Mark of my Grace and 
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Affability, I admit them to ſtir the Fire, or

Favour, which are the more valuahle for being 


rare, never miſs giving them the utmoſt En- 


couragement and Alacrity. 

I am led by the Regard which I bear to 
good Company, to divert my Reader with the

upon him, becauſe he could never be broughr

TI unſufferable Behaviour of our City Ap- 
prentices is (it may be hop'd) come to its height, 


their Meaſure of Impudence may be ſaid to be

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quite full: F or ſuch an amazing Change, is 
there upon the Face of Things in this City, that 
one would almoſt think there were no ſuch Peo- | 


ple as Apprentices or hired Servants in Being. 
- Ir is within the Memorv of Man, that all 


the Apprentices of Merchants, Lawyers and 
Mechanicks, as well in London as in other 
Places, ſubmitted co the moſt ſervile Employ- 
ments of the Families that entertain'd them, 
ſuch as the Dung Gentry, their Succeſſors in the 
fame Station, ſcorn'd ſo much as the Name of , 


now. They clean'd their own and their Maſter s | 


Shoes, brought Water into the Houſes from 


the Conduits in the Streets, which they carried 


on their Shoulders, in long Veſſels call'd Tan- 
kards; they waited at Table on their Maſters, 
wore Bands, and had the fore-part of their 


obſerv'd at this Time in the Blue-Coat. Hoſpital. , 
It was the Cuſtom of thoſe Days, for the Maſter 
of an Handicraft Trade to be follow'd to 
Church on a Sunday by all his Houſhold, the 
Apprentices arm'd with their Bibles and Prayer- 
Books cloſing the Proceſſion ; a Sight and 


Practice well becoming a Proteſtant City.

Bir behold how the Caſe is alter d; for 
now Apprentices are ſo very far from ftooping 


to ſuch Things as theſe, that tis very rarely 


they will condeſcend to open or ſhut the Shop 


Windows, much leſs to ſweep the Shop or 


Warehouſes, but their Maſters are obliged to 
keep Porters and Footmen to wait upon the 


Apprentices, and do all thoſe Things for them; 


ſo far are they now from cleaning their Maſter's 
Shoes, that perhaps a Maſter might. have a Pair 


ſent at his Head for propoſing ſuch a Queſtion; 
and J believe, as Times go, there's hardly an 


Apprentice within the Bills of Mortality, that 


would care to lie under the Reproach of clean- 


ing his own Shoes for Twenty Guineas. 


A Bor is now no ſooner bound to one of the 


meaneſt labouring Trades, but his firſt Concern 
is to equip himſelf after the Example of other 
Apprentices : He muſt have to wear on Sundays 
and Hohdays, a Suit made after the neweſt Faſhi- 
on, a fair Perriwig of about three or four 
Pounds Price ; filver Buckles to his Shoes; his 
Shirts muſt be of fine Holland, ſet off with 
Cambrick Boſoms ; and if he thinks fit to deſiſt 
from wearing Ruffles in the firſt Year of his 
Servitude, 'tis look'd upon as a Token of great 
| Modeſty and Humility. The Name of a Free- 
man of London having prevail'd ſo much upon 


the Women in Wapping and Weſtminſter, that 


they will do all this, and a great deal more, 
(though they put themſelves to the utmoſt 
I 2 Streights 
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Streights and Difficulties) but their Sons ſhall, 
according to the Phraſe, appear like other Folks | 
Children. 

T Hrs makes them fo far from being ſubjected 
to their Maſters, or to their family Diſeipline, 
that they think it hard to have any Enquiry 
made after them when they go out, and keep 
oftentimes later Hours than their Maſters, and 
as often are pleas d to come home in Drink; 
and nothing is more common than Maſters to 
meet their Men on a Sunday mounted on Horſe- 
back, or riding in Hackney Coaches, while 
themſelves have been contented to walk on 
Foot; all which their Maſters have ſcarce the 
Authority to reſent or queftion them about. 

Tunis unſufferable Liberty is not ſo much 
granted by the Mafter, as it is aſſumed by the. 
Apprentices ; and if at any time Words hap- 
pen between them, tis very feldom but that 
the Servant is as high as the Maſter; and 
fcorning to give an Account of his Excurſions, 
takes it very ill to be examined, and much 
worſe to be reſtrained. The Effects of which 
Infolence is, that there are more Apprentices 
ruin'd by theſe Liberties, than one would think 
it was poſfible could be found in the whole 
City. All manner of Wickedneſs are practiſed 
by them, and as they. are generally but Youths, 
have their Pockets unadviſedly ſupply'd with 
Monies by their Relations, and thus alfuming 
Time and Liberty to ſpend it, they indulge 
themſelves in all ſorts of Vices. Fon 
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FokMERLY the levelling of Bawdy-Houſes 
was one of the principal Diverſions of the Lon- 
don Apprentices, Shrovetide being the Seaſon al- 
ways ſet a- part for that Service. But I am of 
Opinion, that if the Records of Drury-Lane

Hrsrory informs us, that in the Times of 


5  Popery and Arbitrary Power, the Appearance 


of a Body of theſe Boys in the Palace Yard at 
Weſtminſter, with a few Mop-ſtaves in their 
Hands, has occaſion'd the paſſing of ſome whole- 
ſome and beneficial Laws to the Kingdom.
